1. A PACT OF SBCURITy AND GOI DIVVICULTIES.

Out of the flood of rumour which has cddiod around 
tno Quai da! Oisoy and Downing Streot Auring the past 
fortnicsht two concreto facts omorge, first that Gornen 
has ~rovosed a five Powor Pact cf Sccurit, (Great Britain. 
rance, Italy, Bolguim and Germany) and Hes offered to 
guarentee Franco's Eastern frantior; and socond that 
Mre Austen Chamberlain has aomnitted himself to ‘the stato- 
ment that no pact can be omsidered that does not envisage 
German particinatione 


from these two facts it is cas, to deduce that tho 
Geneve Protocol (Tue Herriot iiacdonald Pact) has received 
its dcath-blow, has in fact gono tho wa, of tho Triplo. 
Pact of gucrantee of Versaillos, of the’ Cunnes Pact, tho 


“Genoa Pact, the Treaty of iutual Assistance and tho 


orovious German Security Negotiations of 1923. 

It will not howevor be an eas, mattor to devise a now 
nact which will meot with general anorovale The Allied 
condition that Gorman, must onter tho League of Nations 
on the same conditiors as othor states as a prelimina 
to definito necsotiations; and Gorman,;s adamant refusa 
to recognise as pormanént gor Eastorn frontior, aro in 
thomselves sufficient obstaclos to hold the matter up 


for some considerable veriod. 


It would soom howover that the imain contontion of the 
anti-eProtocol school, namel, if Great Britain undertckos 
to guarantoe her ‘Jestern Allios from agyrcsion that sho 
has done her fair sheroe, has boen incorvorsted in the
